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TEACHINGS OF JESUS AT THE WELL OF JACOB 


. . . Whosoever drinketh of this water shall thirst again; but whosoever drinketh of the 
water that I shall give him shall never thirst.”—John iv: 13, 14. 


In the touching episode of Jesus at the well of Jacob are presented many 
lessons, which contain almost the entire message of Jesus to nations and to 
individuals. It is the Gospel in itself, the Gospel in miniature. 

The patriotic memories clustered around the well of the great patriarch, 
the rich lore of traditions embellishing the place, the well itself with its clear 
and fresh waters, becoming an object-lesson for the satisfaction of the high- 
est aspirations of the human soul, the meeting of the Samaritan woman with 
the Saviour, the questions and answers disclosing existing religious contro- 
versies, and national prejudices, and the illuminating and _ satisfying solu- 
tion offered by the Master, the fundamentals of spiritual Christianity, on 
which all true worship must ultimately be based: all of these and similar 
subjects for thought present a wealth of material abundant enough to sup- 
ply matter for a whole book. 


We contemplate Jesus resting expectantly with His divine thought fixed 
in the loving design of the redemption of a lost soul. Along the dusty road 
a woman approaches the well to draw water. “And Jesus saith unto her; 
Give Me to drink!” Poor is the intelligence of anyone who would see in 
this request of Jesus merely the expression of a physical need. .No, His mind 
and His heart were and are continually thirsty for human souls. No pitcher 
full to the brim of physical water could satisfy the desires of Jesus. It is 
not from a spring or a well in nature that Jesus asks to be given a drink. 
Only the possession of human spirits can satisfy the travail of His soul 

The petition of Jesus to the woman of Samaria, who was a sinner, dis- 
closes one of the many kind and efficacious methods by which the great 
Shepherd of souls seeks to bring back to His fold those who have gone astray. 
Jesus wished to start a conversation for the purpose of leading to repent- 
ance, faith and salvation the Samaritan woman. To obtain that purpose He 
does not begin to humble the sinner before Him, to reproach her at once for 
her evil life. Many of us, moved by misguided zeal, might have done s0, 
and in this manner have lost a precious opportunity. Let us understand 
that to win one who is a sinner we must not begin by antagonizing him. 
If we wish to win a Roman Catholic, we must not start in by pointing out 
the falsity of much of the teachings of his Church. We should rather seek 
to show him that we need him more desperately than he needs our help. Let 
us learn this lesson of considerate gentleness from the conduct of Jesus speak- 
ing to the Samaritan. 

In the task of finding the way into a human heart all prejudices «{ race, 
nationality and exclusiveness must be put aside. We should consi:(er the 
one whom we hope to win on the same level with us. The woman of Sa 
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maria, full of strict and exclusive racial patriotism, did not at once under- 
stand the gracious spirit of Christ, who, though uncompromising with every 
kind of wrong, was even more than considerate with the wrongdoer. 


So we see the sharp contrast between the feelings of the all-embracing 
charity of Jesus and the sentiment of blind partizanship shown by the 
woman of Sychar. Misunderstanding the ways of Jesus, she asks: “How 
is it that Thou being a Jew askest drink of me which am a woman of Sa- 
maria’ The explanation of her surprise being that “Jews had no dealings 
with Samaritans.” The reasons for this antagonism came from two sources— 
first, the partial dissimilarity of races, for the Jews considered themselves 
as descendants of Abraham without any mixture of other blood, while the 
Samaritans had for some centuries intermingled with the heathen races, who 
surrounded them; and second, the pure religion of the Hebrew people was 
partially corrupted with pagan practises and rites among the Samaritans. 

But Jesus came to remove the race prejudice and the animosities arising 
from points of worship which were not fundamentals for the exercise of 
true religion. Therefore Jesus does not follow the aloofness of His people. 
He mingles freely and with the most spontaneous intercourse with the Sa- 
maritans, as also even with pagan Gentiles. He saw the principle of human 
unity underlying not only the plan of creation but also of Redemption. His 
answer turns the mind of the woman to the previous thought. “If thou 
knewest the gift of God, and who it is that saith to thee, Give Me to drink, 
thou wouldst have asked of Him, and He would have given thee living 
water... . Whosoever drinketh of this water shall thirst again; but who- 
soever drinketh of the water that I shall give him shall never thirst; but the 
water that I shall give him, shall be in him a well of water springing up into 
everlasting life.” 

The symbolical or spiritual sense of the words of Jesus is evident on the 
surface 


As the water from the well satisfies the thirst of the body, so the grace 
of God, refreshing and vitalizing, satisfies every human desire. 

There is, however, a deep difference between these sustaining factors of 
lite. Physical water can never permanently satisfy the thirst of the body, 
and men who drink of it will feel again, after a few hours, the need of some 
more of this necessary element. But those who possess God’s grace, love 
and peace are thoroughly satisfied. Their desire is fulfilled and the need of 
their spirit entirely replenished. The same insufficiency applies to every 
desire of men for physical and purely intellectual possessions. There is not 
one material thing in this wonderful universe which can give rest, satisfac- 
gn, perfect and lasting happiness to the human heart. The heart is too 
big, its apacity too wonderful, and, indeed, tremendously infinite. Give to 
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any man what he desires to-day, and to-morrow he will ask for more. It 
is so with money, pleasures, amusements, honors and power, either religious 
or political. The human soul never stops; it ever wants more and more; it 
desires to climb higher and higher. Could a soul gain the whole world, its 
capabilities would not be exhausted. The heart is partaker of a myst 
kind of immensity, it feels the same attribute of God. 

Therefore the great Augustine was right when he said, “O God, Thou hast 
made ourselves for Thee, and our hearts are restless until they re; 
Thee!” 

Only the infinite can fill up the infinite, only Jesus can satisfy thoroughly 
our aspirations to full and eternal durable happiness. He who drinks at 
the eternal spring of Jesus’ love and God's grace will feel no more spiritual 
want, but will enjoy perfect felicity of soul even in the midst of sorrow and 
tribulation. This is the lesson Jesus imparted to the woman of Samaria, 
who knew by bitter experience the shallowness of every human and _ physical 
thing. She had drawn water at Jacob’s well all the years of her life, but 
she had to come again daily to the same well for new water. Never enough! 
Never sufficient! She felt also the very same dissatisfaction and emptiness 
of the desires of her soul. She drank of the pleasures of life; she tried hard 
to extinguish her fiery passions in the pleasures of sin. She drank out of the

chalice of pleasures, but at its bottom she found bitterness of spirit and 


emptiness of soul. It is always so. No one but themselves know the agony 


sinners suffer in and through those very things in which they falsely thought 
to find happiness and satisfaction. Happiness is the daughter not of sinful 
pleasures, but of obedience to the Divine law and of the abundant grace of 
God, which is sufficient to every need of ours—mind, heart and soul. For 
us God only can suffice; and only in following in the steps of Jesus can we 
find God, and in Him perfect contentment, absolute and everlasting peace.

ty. In a letter to Bishop Lawrence, of Massachusetts, published 
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in the New York “Times,” November 17th, Mr. Chapman says in support 
of his protest: 
“The outspoken purpose of the Roman Church is to control educa- 
tion. This is one of the larger issues of our epoch. It is in the minds 
of all intelligent educators. . 


“Liberalism presupposes free discussion, and under present conditions 
of Protestant speechlessness the presence of a Roman Catholic on the 
governing board of a non-Catholic college or school makes it impossible 
for the board to discuss this great issue frankly.” 


Earlier in the letter he quoted Cardinal O’Cofinell as having said that if 
Harvard to-day “had the old faith of Christ for which she was supposed to 
have been erected her influence would be supreme, and we (i. e., the Cath- 
olics) would be the first to gather round her.” 


In an editorial in the Brooklyn “Tablet,” December 6th, we read that 
Cardinal O’Connell did not suggest that Harvard was once a Catholic col- 
lege, but that he regretted that it no longer had that old faith in Christ which 
she had possessed in the beginning. In other words, the “Tablet” would 
have us believe that the Cardinal intended to say that if she were as mucha 
Protestant Institution now as she once was, Catholics “would be the first 
to gather round her.” We have never yet heard of any evangelical institu- 
tions of learning that enjoyed the favor of the high priests of Rome, and 
never expect to do so. 

But it now occurs to us that, apart from the ridiculous Hamilton Jeffer- 
son affair at Utica a few weeks ago, the “Tablet” has just seen gullibility 
displayed by a so-called “Protestant” in the person of Mr. Ralph Adams 
Cram, a distinguished architect of Boston. This gentleman addressed an 
open letter to Mr. Chapman, in which he says, among other things: 

“My knowledge of the colleges in the United States under Roman 
Catholic control and of the parochial schools is that the principles that 
control their schemes of education, the educational methods there pur- 
sued and the results attained come much nearer the sort of education you 
yourself have pledged for in your Harvard speech than do the non-Cath- 
olic colleges and public schools of this country.” 

Further in the letter Mr. Cram suggests that Mr. Chapman go and sce some 
priests about the Papal educational system—to see things for himseli, so to 


speak, so that Mr. Chapman may “withdraw honorably from an untenable 
position.” 


The New York “Times,” December 4th, contained a reply from Mr. Chap- 
man, in which he says: “You ask me to point out when and where the Roman 
Curia or any other official body of the Roman Catholic Church has declared 
it to be its outspoken purpose to control education in America. I reier you 
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to the history of the Papacy. I don’t suppose you doubt that the Roman 
Church claims a monopoly of religion and intends to impose its system on 
all humanity. I never heard of anyone who doubted that. What you sus- 
pect is that America may, through some inadvertency of the Curia, have been 
left out 

“Inasmuch as my remarks on this subject ‘confuse you hopelessly,’ I 
suggest the following plan: That you have a frank talk with any highly edu- 
cated, honorable man of the Roman faith. Such a man will say to you, ‘Why, 
my dear sir, our faith is the only true faith; it must conquer; it is conquer- 
ing. \Ve should be false to it if we allowed your American ideas to stand in 
its way. On the instant that you grant that a Catholic is sincere the rest 
follows.’ Such a man would say in substance what the great Roman Cath- 
olic pamphleteer Veuillot [who was also editor of the Paris Ultramontane 
organ, ‘L’Univers’—Ep.] said in speaking to the Catholics of [? Protestants— 
Ep.] of France: ‘Gentlemen, when you are in power we claim liberty in the 
name of your principles. When we are in power we refuse it to you in the 
name of our own.’ 


“With regard to the Board of Fellows of Harvard and my contention 
that ‘under present conditions of Protestant speechlessness the presence of 
a Roman Catholic on the board would make it impossible to discuss the 
Roman Catholic issue frankly,’ I notice that in quoting me you have inad- 
vertent!y omitted the words ‘under present conditions of Protestant speech- 
lessne 

“Yes, I blame the Protestant intellectuals for their silence. These men 
should give articulate warning of the danger that confronts the Republic. 
They leave this to be done by the Ku Klux, whose indiscriminating violence 
discredits a cause that is real, profound, enduring—namely, our duty to think 
and act seriously with regard to the aggression of Rome.” 

There can be little doubt that the Vaticanism of many Papalist schools 
and colleges is carefully concealed, and that thousands of other non-Catholics 
besides Mr. Cram regard a number of Papalist realities as myths. 


The slogan of war against the liberties of the American people was 
sound! at the Baltimore Council in 1881 by Archbishop Ireland: “Make 
America Catholic!” which means, in other words, reduce the nation to the 
status of feudal vassals of the Pope who shall only live, move and have their 
being at the will of the sovereign Pontiff. If anyone thinks this expression 
extreme let him reflect on the condition of Catholics in this country now. They 
are forbidden to hear a Protestant sermon; they are forbidden (in Jersey 


City) to listen to such discourses on the radio; they must not read any book 
proscribed by the Vatican; they must not marry outside the Church, and if 


they do they will be remorselessly boycotted by their relatives and friends, 
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and will be lucky if they escape the destruction of their means of livelihood, 

Furthermore, it must be remembered that Pope Leo XIII in the Encyclical 
“Immortale Dei,” expressly laid it down that it was the duty of “every Catholic 
worthy of the name” to use his best endeavors to “bring back the State to the 
pattern and form of Christianity which We have described.” And in the pre- 
ceding pages he had condemned every form of civil and religious liberty as 
“driving the Church into an unrightful position.” 


On Sunday, December 21, Mr. Chapman delivered an interesting address at 
Christ’s Mission, in which he referred to the philosophy of Father O’Connor in 
his determination to present the truths of the Gospel to the Roman Catholics as 
“a profound thought,” and described the Mission as a “modern Reformation 
center in itself.” He read certain passages from the Encyclical “Quanta Cura” 
of Pope Pius IX (1864), and several of the Propositions condemne:| in the 
Syllabus of Errors that accompanied it. He expressed the conviction that large 
numbers of the Catholic laity were ignorant of the contents of the document 
from which he quoted, and hoped that many of them would become informed by 
means of the discussion now going on. He referred to the widespread ignorance 
of Protestants as to the real nature of the far-reaching claims set up by the Vati- 
can, and laid emphasis upon the fact that Bishop Lawrence had not, even yet, 
replied to his letter protesting against the election of Mr. Byrne as a Fellow of 


Harvard University, asserting his belief that had he, under similar circumstances, 
written to the Archbishop of Canterbury or the Archbishop of York a letter of 
that character, he would not have had to wait long for a reply.

CHRIST AND HIS KEYS—FOR 1925 


Let not your heart be troubled. You believe in God, believe also in me. In my Father’s house 
are many mansions. If not, I would have told you: because I go to prepare a place for you. 


And if I shall go, and prepare a place for you, 1 will come again, and will take you to myself, 
that where I am, you also may be.—John xiv, 1-3. 


These things have I spoken to you, that in me you may have peace. In the world you shall 
have distress: but have confidence, I have overcome the world.—John xvi, 33. 


{In the King James version the last part of this verse reads: “In the world ye shall have 
tribulation: but be of good cheer: I have overcome the world.’’] 


Fear ye not them that kill the body, and are not able to kill the soul: but rather fear him 
that can destroy both soul and body in hell.—Matthew x, 28 


Fear not. I am the First and the Last, And alive, and was dead, and behold I am living for 
ever and ever, and have the keys of death and of hell.—Apocalypse i, 17, 18. 


The beginning of a new year is a good time to take a fresh hold upon the 
words of our Lord as we face its days and weeks, with their uncertainties in 
respect of all things except troubles and the faithful promises of God. 

Nowhere in the Scriptures are we promised freedom from trouble, but we 
are promised the presence and sustaining power of God. In the Old Testament 
the figure was that of fording a river: “Fear not, for I have redeemed thee. . . 
When thou shalt pass through the waters, I will be with thee, and the rivers 
shall not overflow thee; when thou shalt walk in the fire, thou shalt not be 
burnt (Isaias xlviii, 1, 2).” 

Our Heavenly Father is not, to those who have been reconciled to Him 
through faith in Jesus Christ, a deity whose unappeased wrath is still kindled 
against them because of their sins. On the contrary, He is interested in their 
personal welfare, and St. Paul tells us that “to those that love God all things 
work together unto good (Romans viii, 28).” And that chapter, after enumer- 
ating certain tribulations that confronted him and other followers of Christ in 
his day, declares that “neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor 
powers, nor things present, nor things to come, nor might, nor height, nor 
depth, nor any other creature, shall be able to separate us from the love of God, 
which is in Jesus Christ our Lord.” (The apostle evidently knew nothing 
of “the unbloody sacrifice” of the mass, or of any need for it. And it must be 
remembered that the creed of Pope Pius IV, anathematizes any person who denies 
that this mass is of a “propitiatory” character.) 

The utterance of our Lord quoted above from the Apocalypse from His last 
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recorded words of encouragement for the future, is a command—‘Fear not;” 
and the reasons for peace of soul in the presence of all that may happen in the 
future—death included. We are not to be afraid, first because He is alive for 
ever and ever; and second, because He has “the Keys of death and of hell,” 

One of the greatest causes of sorrow in the world—next to sin itself--is the 
ignorance of individuals concerning the living Christ. Catholics who only 
think of Him as either a dead Christ on a crucifix, or in a picture, or as embodied 
in a consecrated wafer by the incantation of a priest, or a helpless infant in His 
mother’s arms, are naturally unable to conceive of Him as any present help in 
trouble or strong to deliver and mighty to save from the power of sin. Still 
less are they likely to do so if they really believe it necessary to ask the Virgin 
Mary or “saints” to intercede with Him on their behalf—the thought was pre- 
sumably in the mind of the dying Pope, Benedict XV, when, after having received 
the last rites of his Church, he asked Cardinal Sili to commend him to our Lady 
of Pompeii. 

The words of our Lord spoken to St. John that He is “living for ever and 
ever,” and therefore the Apostle was to “fear not,’ are addressed to you 
Catholic friend, at the commencement of the year 1925. 

“But,” perhaps you reply, “I do not know Jesus Christ as the Apostle knew 
Him. I have never yet even spoken to Him as I would to an earthly friend. 
He has never yet done anything for me as an individual. I believe that He 
died for my sins, and many other things my Church has told me about Him, 
it is true, but my direct prayers have always been addressed to the Virgin \ary.” 

To which I reply: “Begin now to pray to Christ Himself instead of His 
mother. Tell Him that in spite of all your obedience to the commands of the 
Church, and all the absolutions of the priest, sin still has dominion over you;

And nothing perhaps excites the sympathy of evangelical Protestants for the

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“THE GOLDEN FLOWER” 


If we were to take the utterances of the Vatican priests and press at their 
face value one would suppose that from the days of the Apostles to tlie pres- 
ent all the Popes were Chief Pastors of an organization the chief business 
of which was to teach and exemplify the truths of the Gospel. This book 
will help to shatter that delusion in the mind of any readers harboring it, for 
it conclusively shows that what Protestants call the Gospel of Christ had 
no place whatever in either heart, mind or life of the Popes described in it, 
the same being true of all the rulers named. The author of the book would 
appear to be as ignorant of that subject as Pope Julius II or Leo X. 

The work is essentially French, and the translator has done his part so 
ably that he has rendered elegant French into elegant English—a task of no 
small difficulty. Within its compass Count Gobineau presents what is prob- 
ably one of the best, because most comprehensive “backgrounds” of the 
Renaissance period in Italy now available. 

Of Catholicism in the fifteenth century the author says: “If the jaith of 
Christ could never suffer the least depreciation, the human army of the 
Church had submitted to the law of mortal things: the worm of corruption 
had found lodging in the overfattened flesh.... The day was to come when 
Michael Angelo, an essentially pious man, could cry, ‘A monk in a picture!’ 
How could the work help being spoiled, since the monks have spoiled the 
world? ... With Boccaccio, men said to themselves: If religion continues 
to exist, despite the manners of sovereign pontiffs, cardinals, bishops and 
monks, it is obvious that it is divine.” 

Of Pope Leo X we read that on his accession to the Chair of St. Peter 
he “entered into the full possession of his temperament: unimpeded he be- 
came the magnificent seigneur that he really was, the prince, the man of pas- 
sions more colorful than strong. He realized the ideal of a perfectly ornate 
existence. That indifference to religious matters which Julius II had never 
admitted, although he was scarcely a regular priest, was to mark projoundly 
the physiognomy of Leo X....

Father O’Connor proceeds to say that the methods of the Paulists to “con- 
vert” Protestants by minimizing the real doctrines of the Church are thus con- 
demned by the Pope. “The underlying principles of these new opinions (of the 
Paulists) is that, in order to more easily attract those who differ from her, the 
Church should shape her teachings more in accordance with the spirit of the 
age and relax some of her ancient severity and make some concessions to new 
opinions. Many think that these concessions should be made not only in regard 
to ways of living, but even in regard to doctrines which belong to’ the deposit of 
faith. They contend that it would be opportune, in order to gain those who differ 
from us, to omit certain points of her teaching and to tone down the meaning which 
the Church has always attached to them. The italics are mine,” adds Father 
O’Connor. “For years past I have said the Paulists were deceiving the Protestants 
whom they beguiled into accepting the religion of Rome; and now the Pope says 
the same thing.” 


Pope Leo goes on to say: “In this present matter [Americanism] there is even 
a greater danger and more manifest opposition to Catholic doctrine and discipline 
in that opinion of the lovers of novelty [freedom] according to which tliecy hold 
such liberty should be allowed in the Church, that her supervision and watc|ifulness 
being in some degree lessened, allowance be granted the faithful, eacl: one to 
follow out more freely the leading of his own mind and the trend of |1is own 
proper activity. They are of opinion that such liberty has its counterpart in 
the newly given civil freedom which is now the right and foundation of almost 


every secular State . . . Those who avail themselves of such a way of reasoning 
seem to depart seriously from the authority and teaching rights of this  postolic 
See . . . These dangers, viz., the confounding of license with liberty, the passion 
for discussing every possible subject, the assumed right to hold whatever opinions 
one pleases upon any subject and to set them forth in print to the world, have so 
wrapped minds in darkness that there is now a greater need of the Church's teach- 
ing office than ever before.” 


And yet the Papalist apologists for the Pope’s parochial schools in this country 
have the impudence and audacity to assert that the children in them are being 
educated to be good American citizens!

A COURAGEOUS NEW JERSEY PRIEST 


The New York “Herald-Tribune,” December 6th, said that “the wrath 
of a priest who was not afraid to fight alone against New Jersey political cor- 
ruption, had led to the indictment of the Commissioner of Public Safety of 
Weehawken, nine policemen of that place and another policeman. Two days 
later the New York “Times” said: “As explanation of his activity in bringing 
the Weehawken rum-running to light Father Bennett says that he had 
appealed in vain to the local authorities, especially the police, to clean up his 
parish even to the extent of closing the saloons late at night and for a part of 
Sunday. That was not much to ask, but no attention to the request was 
paid. So he started out to get some evidence against the participants in the 
liquor trade, and he found himself, he says, warned away from the center 
of operations by policemen. Ignoring the warnings he went ahead and 
forced the anxious policemen to go with him. Then bribery was tried in 
several forms, but, of course, with no result. Had the priest been killed for 
his interference he would not have been the first, according to quite credible 
report, to pay that penalty, but his cloth protected him.” 

This priest is Rev. George Bennett, pastor of St. Lawrence’s oman 
Catholic Church, Weehawken. Pastor Malinverni wrote him a letter, in 
which he said “It gives me great pleasure to write you my heartielt con- 
gratulations for your noble efforts on behalf of law enforcement against the 
ruinous traffic in alcoholic beverages. Few men can show a better record 
of righteousness and courage than you have evidenced in your heroic attt- 
tude recently. 

“Though we might disagree on many points of religious doctrine and 
practise we are glad to stand together on the common ground of God, home 
and country. 


“I can assure you not only of my sympathy in your trials, but also of 
my sincere prayers and good wishes for the triumph of the righteous cause.”
